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Profile Dr. Clyde Outhier 
REUBEN ALBAUGH, Salinas, California 


Back few years before the turn the 
century, Clyde Outhier, Missouri farm 
boy, was breaking horses for the Army 
Remount Service, “riding the rough string,” 
speak. 

While working with his father and uncle 
who were horse importers and dealers the 
“show me” state, developed great interest 
and love for the horse. had deep desire 
more than train horses; wanted 
learn something about their anatomy and some 
the scientific fine points, especially con- 
nection with disease control. 

enrolled the San Francisco Veterinary 
College and was graduated with high and fly- 
ing colors 1902. started practice im- 
mediately Santa Cruz, but soon left for the 
rich and fertile Salinas Valley. 

that time large numbers horses were 
used the harvesting crops, handling cattle 
and for transportation people. Consequently, 
most this work until 1915 had with 
horses. About that time dairying became very 
prominent Monterey County and his prac- 
tice changed from horses dairy and beef 
cattle. 

About 1925 the picture again changed. When 
the “green gold” lettuce crop was introduced 
forced the black and white dairy cow into 
the background and much the land which 
dairying was done was used grow vege- 
tables supply the eastern and midwestern 
markets. that time Dr. Outhier’s practice 
was converted small animals and this has 
continued until his retirement this year. 

March, 1925, the Monterey County Board 
Supervisors appointed Dr. Outhier county 
livestock inspector, the position which held 
with dignity and honor all these years. this 
capacity worked closely with the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service the University 
California and with the research division 
that institution. points with pride his 
part the Brucellosis control program carried 
the past eight years this county for the 
purpose obtaining scientific data how this 
disease could controlled calfhood vac- 
cination. attended many livestock meetings 
and kept date new methods disease 
control during all these years. 

1930, with the late Mrs. Outhier (the 
former Rowena Wyatt) and his daughter 
Betty Ann, toured Europe with members 
the American Veterinary Association. Some 
the companions this trip for whom 
had high regard were Dr. George Hart, dean 
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DR. CLYDE OUTHIER 


the veterinary college Davis; Dr. John 
Moehler, chief the Bureau Animal 
Industry, U.S.D.A.; and Dr. Cotton, who 
one the originators the strain vac- 
cine for Brucellosis control. 

addition being member the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Association, Dr. Outhier has 
been member the California State Veteri- 
nary Medical Association since 1905. has 
been very active civic affairs Monterey 
County and affiliated with the Salinas Ro- 
tary Club, the Elks Lodge, and the Masonic 
Lodge. For several years has served 
director the Monterey County Trust and 
Savings Bank. Since the early days the 
California Rodeo, “Doc” has served di- 
rector and official veterinarian for that or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Outhier noted throughout the live- 
stock and veterinary world being one the 
most capable veterinarians spaying cattle. 
states that has performed this operation 
over 50,000 head cattle. About 21,000 
these were for the famous Henry Miller, cattle 
king California during the pioneer days 
the livestock industry. 

The exceptionally large practice built 
during forty-six years service the county 
and community was recently sold Dr. Earl 
Hafen and Dr. Frank Wayland. 

Dr. Outhier was not only financially success- 
ful but gained many friends during this 
forty-six years practice Monterey County. 
Some people one the other, but very few 
accomplish the two. 
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Trichomoniasis defined venereal 
disease cattle caused Trichomonas foetus 
and characterized early abortions, pyo- 
metra, and sterility. 


The causative organism flagellated 
protozoan. has never been found the 
free living state, but only the uterus 
pregnant cow and deep the sheath the 
male. There are demonstrable lesions 
the male, the spermatozoa are not affected 
and conception not interferred with. The 
pregnant uterus, however, provides favor- 
able environment for the organism and while 
the embryo developing also are the 
trichomonads multiplying such extent 
that the embryo destroyed. This may occur 
soon after fertilization, may not take 
place until later the gestation period. The 
abortion may unobserved depending upon 
the size the fetus the amount exudate 
present the uterus. the other hand, the 
fetus may retained for some time, and 
abortion occur several weeks even months 
after fetal death. such cases the fetus 
macerated condition and accompanied 
considerable amount exudate rather thin 
consistency and somewhat brownish 
color. The exudate usually contains large 
numbers trichomonads. When the fetus 
dies and not aborted, the cow remains 
the anestrus stage and therefore usually 
considered with calf. Rectal examination 
may reveal pyometra, although the early 
stages this may confused with normal preg- 
nancy. When early abortion occurs, estrus 
usually apparent within two three days. 
The abortion may not have been observed, 
the cow considered having failed con- 
ceive, and immediately rebred perhaps 
another bull. this time the organism 
usually present the vagina large numbers 
with the result that the bull becomes in- 
fected. The organism will not persist the 
vagina, but following abortion usually re- 
mains for several days even week. 


Trichomoniasis diagnosed herd history 
and microscopic examination discharges 
following abortion, examination semen 
from suspected bull. least tentative 
diagnosis can made herd history and 
controlled measures instituted because, 
shall see later, control measures for tricho- 
moniasis good herd management. the 
diagnosis, therefore, proves wrong, harm 
has been done. The history, indicative 
trichomoniasis, the early abortions with 
macerated fetus, discolored exudate, and 
number animals showing delayed estrus, 
following service. 


The diagnosis confirmed microscopic

examination under low power the vaginal 
discharge from cow supposedly with calf. 
The material should examined soon 
possible after being taken from the cow be- 
cause the organism will not survive the free 
living state; dies rapidly drying. When 
motility. The fresh organism actively motile 
and can seen moving irregularly through 
the field with tadpole-like motion. 

The control trichomoniasis herd 
not difficult matter. When the disease sus- 
pected, control measures should immedi- 
ately instituted. herds where only one 
bull involved, this animal should sold 
for slaughter soon the diagnosis has been 
confirmed. While some cases successful 
treatment the bull have been reported, 
they have not always been successful. Some 
cases reported cures have not been ade- 
quately followed up. have heard cases 
where the bull was treated and then sold with 
subsequent history available. The method 
treatment has been administer caudal 
anesthesia and retract the penis and thoroughly 
cleanse the sheath with non-irritating disin- 
fectant, such freshly prepared chlorine 
solution. the case valuable bull, this 
should attempted. The effectiveness the 
treatment may then tested breeding the 
bull heifers. With respect the infected 
cow, symptomatic treatment necessary. That 
is, pyometra diagnosed, should re- 
lieved. Trichomonas fetus will not persist 
non-pregnant uterus. self limiting 
the female. Cows calving normally and not 
bred since calving are not infected and may 
bred clean bull. Cows bred 
infected suspected bull, and coming back 
heat should not rebred another bull 
until they have passed two normal estrus 
cycles. this time, Trichomonas will have 
been eliminated from the genital tract the 
female. 


Where several bulls are involved, the prob- 
lem more complicated, because has until 
recently been considered good practice the 
cow does not conceive one bull breed 
her back another. have seen from 
the epidemiology this disease, cow may 
come heat few days after aborting from 
trichomoniasis. another bull then used, 
may become infected. such herds, there- 
fore, will usually have one bull known 
positive and other bulls that have been 
exposed through breeding cows formerly bred 
the infected bull. This practice not 
recommended today good management. 
Breeding units should established, that is, 
bull assigned certain number cows, 
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and cow fails conceive the first 
service apparently normal herd one heat 
period should allowed elapse. adher- 
ing this practice, should disease such 
trichomoniasis get into herd, will 
limited group cows and not dissemi- 
nated throughout the herd. herds where 
infection has been found and exposed bulls 
are still being used, young Hereford bull 
sometimes introduced for the purpose 
breeding the known clean cows and heifers 
order keep production. 


The infection usually introduced into 
herd through the purchase bull that has 
been used other herds; not infrequently 
the result introducing proven sire. 
order become proven this bull must 
about six seven years old and has been 
rather widely used. When such animal 
introduced into herd, should observed 
carefully his first breedings. The condition 
may also introduced through the purchase 
cows heifers supposedly with calf. 
such animal comes heat when she sup- 
posedly with calf, she should not bred, but 
should examined for pregnancy; the heat 
may the result undiscovered abortion 
from trichomoniasis few days prior com- 
ing estrus. Bred this time, she may infect 
the herd sire. 

While trichomoniasis not widespread 
disease, its mode transmission being limited, 
can interfere much more seriously with 
reproduction than brucellosis. does not, 
however, have the overall economic import- 
ance the latter. condition that the 
practicing veterinarian engaged dairy cattle 
practice should constantly the look out 
for. When gets hold the herd, will 
know it. early diagnosis imperative 
production maintained. That one 
reason for the systematic pregnancy examina- 
tion dairy herd.

have attended every one the seven mid- 
winter conferences which have been held 
the Cal Poly campus. 

Those who will visiting the campus for 
the first time will undoubtedly surprised— 
are all first-time visitors—at the extent 
the facilities which are used give students 
opportunity “learn doing.” The basis 
the Cal Poly educational program that 
every student must learn “do” each and 
every operation his specialized field. Every 
agriculture student must learn handle 
horses, tractors and machinery; feed live- 
stock, plant and harvest crops, manage ranges, 
make gates, feeders, watering devices and 
other equipment; repair, adjust and overhaul 
all types farm machinery, plan rations, 
treat diseases, spray and prune trees, and 
host other practical skills. 

Complementing these actual skills are fun- 
damental courses botany, chemistry, bac- 
teriology, zoology, farm accounting, mathe- 
matics, and other subjects which give the 
student the “why” add the “how” the 
skills courses. addition, the students also 
receive general education courses which help 
them understand the world which they 
live, which assist them express themselves, 
live harmoniously with other people, and 
assume responsibility and community leader- 
ship. 

But lest anyone get the impression that Cal 
Poly just agricultural college, one should 
look the enrollment figures for this year. 
the San Luis Obispo campus the agricul- 
tural division has only slight edge with 1,362 
men while the engineering division has 1,290 
men. science and humanities division the 
college, which provides the necessary science 
and background courses for the other two di- 
visions, also has new program teacher 
training with majors biological science, 
mathematics, physical education, physical 
science and social science. This division ac- 
counts for the balance the total San Luis 
Obispo enrollment 2,909 men. 

There are girls attending Cal Poly now, 
but present plans call for enrollment 
about 900 girls 1953-54. 

When last year’s mid-winter conference was 
held the campus the new $700,000 library 
building was still under construction. This 
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year the visiting veterinarians will invited 
inspect and use this ultra-modern building 
which opened officially September 12. 

Most veterinarians know that Cal Poly has 
Thoroughbred breeding program with barns, 
paddocks and pastures accommodate eight 
Thoroughbred mares and their off-spring and 
two Thoroughbred stallions. The yearlings are 
sold the California Breeders’ annual sale. 
The California Breeders Association donates 
the services outstanding stallions for these 
mares. 

But something new has been added the 
horse breeding program this year. The four 
million dollar, 812-acre Kellogg Arabian Horse 
Ranch near Pomona, with some blooded 
Arabian brood mares and stallions, was do- 
nated the college the Kellogg Foundation 
November. 

President McPhee announced that time 
that the Kellogg Ranch property would 
utilized for sound, college-level educational 
program based upon the philosophy 
which guides the offerings the San Luis 
Obispo campus and also the southern 
branch, the Voorhis unit, which lies just one 
mile the crow flies from the Kellogg prop- 
erty. 

“Months intensive study and research will 
have completed before will able 
announce what our future plans for the 
Kellogg Ranch will be,” said President Mc- 
Phee. 

“We know, however, that breeding 
Arabian horses will continue part our 
animal husbandry program. Also part 
the agreement, will continue the Sunday 
afternoon Arabian horse shows, probably 
starting sometime next spring,” added.

DR. KENNETH McKAY 


Dr. Kenneth McKay, University 
fornia Berkeley, graduate Wash- 
ington State College practiced 
four years as a general practitioner in 
Colville, Washington, before coming 
Los Angeles where was associated 


with the Los Angeles County Live Stock

Status Bovine Tuberculosis California 


DR. CARR, Chief, Division Animal Industry, 
California Department Agriculture 


review the 32-year-old fight eradi- 
cate bovine tuberculosis the United States 
shows that the program reached its first goal 
modified accredited status November, 
1940. The objective was reduce the disease 
less than one-half one per cent infection 
every county the United States. This 
Federal-State cooperative project has cost 
$269,650,000, two-thirds which was paid 
farmers indemnity for the loss cattle. 
Nearly 300,000,000 cattle have been tubercu- 
lin tested, and about 4,000,000 reactors have 
been slaughtered. Reducing infection this 
low percentage average splendid accom- 
plishment, but the work not complete, for 
few diseases are more insidious their dis- 
semination than tuberculosis, the victim 
man cattle. The disease remains threat 
the livestock industry, and will require 
constant vigilance, endless testing, and strict 
sanitation hold the remarkable gains already 
made. 

Since 1943, nationally, the percentage 
bovine tuberculosis has slightly increased, and 
the problem today discover the “spreader” 
cows herds apparently free from tuber- 
culosis. Unfortunately, know that routine 
tuberculin testing occasionally fails detect 
reveal tuberculous animal. the other 
hand, the test may cause reaction non- 
tuberculous animal. The gravest danger factor 
the test is, course, the fact that tuberculin 
may not detect the “spreader” cow. Such 
animal remaining herd most potent 
spreader tuberculosis, and too often the 
cause apparently clean herds. 

Recently there has been some apprehension 
that the past gains controlling bovine tuber- 
culosis California are seriously jeopardized. 
timely, therefore, review briefly the 
California campaign and analyze the present 
situation. 

California got off late start the na- 
tional Federal-State bovine tuberculosis eradi- 
cation program. The program started 
September 14, 1931, Santa Cruz County. 
November 1940, nine years later, the 
entire State was designated tuberculosis 
modified area the United States Depart- 
ment Agriculture, tuberculosis among Cali- 
fornia cattle having been reduced less than 
one-half one per cent. During the progress 
the campaign many per cent the 
cattle some counties and over per cent 
several others were found infected. Reduc- 
ing the incidence tuberculosis State- 
wide basis less than one-half one per 
cent this comparatively short time 
really remarkable achievement and far beyond 
the fondest hopes many. 


When consider the diagnostic methods 
presently available, those engaged the 
tuberculosis eradication campaign na- 
tional front generally agree that the reduction 
tuberculosis cattle below one-half one 
per cent difficult task. Further research 
probably will develop better methods, but 
the meantime necessary maintain 
continuous program retesting detect any 
source spread remaining infection. Should 
this routine testing fall behind schedule and 
herds permitted without tuberculin 
testing for too long period, undoubtedly the 
disease would become real threat the 
health our people and our herds. 


During the war large number veteri- 
narians engaged tuberculosis work entered 
the army, and many did not return State 
service. There was corresponding reduction 
the cooperating Federal staff, together with 
assignments veterinarians Mexico com- 
bat foot-and-mouth disease that country. 
This shortage has not permitted the amount 
considered desirable, especially some 
the intense dairy areas. 


addition the shortage veterinarians, 
other factors have entered into the problem 
tuberculosis control this State. these 
seems desirable mention situation which 
exists particularly districts where large 
herds are maintained comparatively small 
ranches. example, one southern 
county there are 132,429 dairy cattle and dur- 
ing the year 55,783 cattle were brought 
herd replacements. The control the move- 
ment tuberculosis exposed cattle con- 
gested areas most critical factor disease 
eradication. 


During recent years there has been in- 
crease the movement cattle through sales 
yards and many dispersal sales cattle 
ranches have occurred. The dispersal 
herd which reactors have been found and 
the movement the remaining exposed ani- 
mals into several other herds most danger- 
ous practice, and doubt has contributed 
the spread tuberculosis among herds 
some areas the State. assist minimiz- 
ing this situation the recent Legislature passed 
urgency bill that places restrictions upon 
the movement exposed cattle. 

schedule for testing all commercial dairy 
herds every two years, and infected herds 
repeatedly short intervals, has been set 
safe minimum testing under present con- 
ditions. This schedule dependent upon our 
ability fill vacancies State service, and 
indications present are favorable. 
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While there has been some increase the 
number reactors result tests con- 
ducted the past several months, gratify- 
ing know that remodification all counties 
the State has been maintained and that the 
total percentage tuberculosis continues 
less than one-half one per cent. During 
the calendar year 1948, 637,650 cattle tuber- 
culin tested California, 2,353 reacted. Thus, 


among all cattle tested during 1948 only three- 
tenths one per cent reacted. 

There every reason believe that with 
the resumption tuberculin testing pre- 
war basis, accordance with the schedule 
mentioned, the number infected herds 
California will systematically and progres- 
sively reduced safe and practical mini- 
mum. 


Veterinarians Needed Mexico 


need number additional veterinarians 
properly conduct the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease program the Republic Mexico. 

Initial appointments veterinarians for 
duty Mexico are made grade P-2 with 
basic salary the rate $3,727.20 per annum. 
Appointments are for period not beyond 
one year, subject extension year year 
basis services the appointees are still 
needed and their work and conduct are 
satisfactory. Our field veterinarians Mexico 
have 6-day, 48-hour work week and receive 
overtime pay for eight hours each week. Op- 
portunities for promotion higher grades 
are very favorable for veterinarians assigned 
Mexico who demonstrate the job their 
adaptability, initiative, efficiency, and other 
qualifications needed for the more responsi- 
ble positions. The Bureau continues pay 
travel expenses appointees and members 
their immediate families, any, from places 
residence Mexico City and similar ex- 
penses upon return this country provided 
they agree writing remain Mexico 
for least one year unless separated for rea- 
sons beyond their control. Additional in- 
formation regarding the Mexican assignments, 
including the allowances for quarters, con- 
tained Circular Letter 408.1 dated Sep- 
tember 19, 1949. Because the rather rigorous 
working and living conditions encountered 
Mexico, have found advisable not em- 
ploy veterinarians for duty that country 
who are over years age. 

Each applicant recruited field stations 
for employment veterinary capacity 
Mexico should fill out duplicate Standard 
Form 57, Application for Federal Employ- 
ment. Both copies this form should 
mailed the Bureau immediately upon com- 
pletion. Following receipt this, the appli- 
cant will contacted promptly and furnished 
further instructions relative processing for 
appointment. Supplies Standard Form 
are already hand field stations. 
additional copies are needed they may 
requested from the Personnel Division the 
Bureau Washington.

making this statement Hugh Cameron, pro- 
fessor veterinary science, said that although 
animals from distant counties have been 
brought for major surgical treatment, the 
clinic’s purpose function primarily 
the Davis area. 

Fees charged are line with veterinary 
rates the district from which the animal 
comes, Cameron said. Referral the clinic 
often made practicing veterinarians. 
charge made for autopsies for diagnostic 
purposes. 

The clinic will serve necessary aid 
instruction the new School Veterinary 
Medicine Davis, Cameron said, adding that 
with the chief objective the school being 
the training practicing veterinarians, this 
clinical instruction essential.

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Recent Developments Rumen Physiology 
STONE, B.S., M.S., D.V.M.* 


often difficult evaluate the relative 
importance various organs. one will 
question the importance the heart, lungs, 
liver, adrenal cortex, the parathyroid 
glands, but organs such the stomach 
spleen are not considered essential because 
other organs can supplement their function 
maintain life. Although animal can sus- 
tain life without certain organs function- 
ing without the reserves Mother Nature 
intended, and many instances the general 
condition the animal sub-normal. the 
field veterinary medicine where economic 
aspects must considered animal cannot 
pay its way unless has reasonable use 
all functional systems. 

The importance the stomach has often 
been noted. has been said that “an army 
travels its stomach,” and are all fa- 
miliar with the quotation, “the way man’s 
heart through his stomach.” 

The bovine stomach more important 
the cow than the simple stomach other 
animals because has many functions beyond 
that simple stomach. The bovine stomach 
performs not only the function digestion 
characteristic the stomach other animals, 
but addition the rumen biological lab- 
oratory synthesizing and absorbing many im- 
portant compounds. The bovine rumen should 
not considered large storage vat with- 
out other functions. This fact has often been 
overlooked the veterinary profession. 
early 1822 investigators had analyzed rumen 
gases. Lungwitz (Germany 1892) investigated 
certain aspects rumen function. The main 
facts brought light Lungwitz are 
follows: 

The gases produced the rumen are 
carbon dioxide and methane and small 
amounts hydrogen sulfide. 

Nitrogen and small amount oxygen 
are present rumen gas because the en- 
trance air into the rumen. 

Artificial fermentation various cattle 
feeds increases the acidity the fermenting 
mass. 

Different feeds produced the same gases. 

The percentage composition the rumen 
gas different feeds shows only slight varia- 
tions. 

With any feed carbon dioxide the larg- 
est portion the rumen gas. 

interesting note that modern experi- 
ments have substantiated the findings Lung- 
witz. difficult understand why the 
modern concept rumen function was

long developing when many important 
facts were discovered long ago. 

There are many aspects rumen function 
importance the practicing veterinarian. 
For the convenience discussion the functions 
the rumen will subdivided, but 
well keep mind the fact that the various 
functions are simultaneously taking place. 

Biological Activity Within the Rumen: 
well-known fact that the cow hastily con- 
sumes large amount roughage. Without 
the rumen some other organ function 
its place (e.g., the caecum and large in- 
testine the horse) the cellulose could not 
used the ruminant. The bacteria and proto- 
zoa the rumen that have the ability digest 
cellulose are important inhabitants the cow’s 
digestive tract. For this help the cow provides 
home for these microorganisms and supplies 
them with food and protection. few years 
ago was believed that the organisms con- 
verted the cellulose glucose and the glucose 
was used the cow. Glucose has never been 
demonstrated rumen contents and the theory 
glucose production has been discarded. 
now known that the microbiological ac- 
tivity the rumen results mainly the 
production acetic, propionic and butyric 
acids. has been estimated that from 1/3 
1/7 the cow’s nutrition results from the 
absorption and utilization these volatile 
fatty acids. 

addition the production volatile 
fatty acids the bacteria and protozoa produce 
countless millions organisms the normal 
course reproduction. These organisms con- 
tain the usual components animal and plant 
protoplasm (carbohydrates, proteins and fats). 
addition these organisms synthesize vita- 
mins the complex which are vital im- 
portance the cow. The excess organisms 
are passed from the rumen other parts 
the digestive tract and are digested the 
stomach and intestine the conventional 
manner. 

From the standpoint biological activity 
the rumen, are actually feeding the 
bacteria and protozoa and they turn are 
feeding the cow. must concerned pri- 
marily with the requirements the rumen 
organisms. reality have the cow 
huge incubator maintained relatively 
constant temperature and pH. must aid 
the cow obtaining the proper nutrients for 
her organisms order that they can multiply 
and produce the materials the cow needs. 

Maintenance Rumen pH: The volatile 
fatty acids are absorbed mainly the rumen, 
reticulum and omasum. They are absorbed 
partly the free acid and partly salts 
these acids. The absorption the acids 
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important factor keeping the rumen 
ingesta the proper for the rumen organ- 
isms. The saliva also important factor 
rumen control. adult cow normally 
produces about liters saliva 24-hour 
period. The saliva has 8-8.5. This 
large amount alkaline saliva neutralizes 
much the fatty acid produced. 

From the standpoint practical veterinary 
medicine must concerned with any dis- 
turbance the rumen that alters the environ- 
ment the rumen organisms. Besides supply- 
ing water, proper food, maintaining the proper 
and keeping the temperature constant, 
there are other factors that are extremely im- 
portant the veterinarians. Some these 
factors are: maintenance proper rumen 
motility, proper eructation and absorption 
gases, and proper rumination. 

Rumen Motility: The rumen constantly 
contracting the normal animal mix the 
contents that the organisms can act upon all 
particles ingested food. These movements 
occur the rate 2-3 per minute. The cow 
ruminates about hours out each 24. There 
are about periods rumination 24- 
hour period and the interval between these 
periods are quite evenly distributed. 


Foreign Quarantine Regulations 


Sec. dogs, and monkeys. Sub- 
ject the provisions paragraphs (d) and 
(e) this section, cat, dog, monkey 
shall brought into ports under the control 
the United States from any foreign country 
unless the requirements paragraphs (a) 
and (b) this section are complied with. 

(a) The owner may submit sworn state- 
ment that the animals have been immunized 
with approved rabies vaccine not more 
than six months prior the date entry. 
such statement not submitted, the 
animals must immunized with approved 
rabies vaccine following arrival into ports 
under control the United States and prior 
release from quarantine. 

(b) The owner may submit sworn state- 
ment that the animals were physically in- 
spected within ten days prior departure for 
the United States and were found apparently 
free demonstrable diseases involving emaci- 
ation, lesions the skin, nervous system 
disturbances, jaundice, diarrhea. such 
statement not submitted, the animals must 
physically inspected following arrival into 
ports under control the United States and 
found apparently free demonstrable diseases 
involving emaciation, lesion the skin, nerv- 
ous system disturbances, jaundice, diarrhea. 

(c) Notwithstanding any other provision 
this section, monkeys put board port 
endemic yellow fever area, monkeys 
coming from such area, shall not brought 
unless they are free evidence yellow 
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fever infection, and their owner submits evi- 
dence satisfactory the quarantine officer 
that, immediately prior either being put 
aboard their arrival, the monkeys had 
been detained mosquito-proof structure 
for not less than nine days. 


(d) The immunization requirements 
paragraph (a) this section shall not 
applicable cats, dogs, monkeys the 
owner thereof submits sworn statement 
the effect that (1) the animals are destined 
for research institution, (2) they are in- 
tended such institution used for 
scientific purposes, and (3) immunization will 
seriously interfere with their use for such 
purposes. 


(e) The provisions paragraphs (a) and 
(b) this section shall not applicable 
the case cats, dogs, monkeys brought 
from Bermuda, Canada, Eire, Sweden, the 
United Kingdom Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland. The provisions paragraph (a) 
this section shall not applicable the 
case cats, dogs, monkeys brought 
from Australia New Zealand. 

Sec. 11.155 Cats, dogs, and monkeys: Dis- 
position excluded animals. Cats, dogs, and 
monkeys excluded from entry under these 
regulations shall destroyed deported. 
Pending deportation they shall detained 
under Customs’ custody the owner’s ex- 
pense: 

(a) Aboard the vessel which they arrive, 
the vessel held under provisional prati- 
que; 

(b) the airport entry. 


Mexico Free Foot-and-Mouth Disease 


animal infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease has been found the Republic 
Mexico since July 27th, indicating the effect- 
iveness the vaccine program the Mexi- 
can-American Commission for the Control 
Foot-and-Mouth Disease the Southern Re- 
public. 

That report was made today the State 
Board Agriculture Dr. Duckworth, 
Assistant State Director Agriculture, and 
member the American Advisory Committee 
Foot-and-Mouth Control. 

Under the program adopted the Com- 
mission the outset the infection 
Mexico, involving the slaughter all infected 
animals, almost million animals were killed 
and buried, Dr. Duckworth said. Later 
program was adopted involving vaccination 
all animals the area instead the 
slaughter process better fitting the condi- 
tions encountered. 

Dr. Duckworth said the third round 
vaccination cattle progress and that 
the area infection being steadily nar- 
rowed. 
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Intratracheal Narcosis Small Animals* 


Methods inducing narcosis for small-ani- 
mal surgery have changed repeatedly and the 
early practice administering morphine 
prenarcotic followed the inhalation ether, 
chloroform mixture these two gases 
means mask has virtually disappeared. 
This type narcosis has many disadvantages 
since may cause vomiting, micturition, de- 
faecation, salivation, cardiospasm, and too long 
period pre-narcosis. Since the shape 
the heads dogs varies, adjustment the 
mask difficult that the ether escapes, 
which makes difficult assess the amount 
inhaled the animal and causes discomfort 
the operator. More recently the induction 
narcosis means the intravenous 
intraperitoneal routes has superseded the older 
methods. Pentothal and Kemithal have proved 
especially useful for operations short dura- 
tion, but for longer interferences they fre- 
quently require supplementary doses the 
anaesthetic. 

The method inducing narcosis intra- 
tracheal infusion following intratracheal in- 
tubation already practised human surgery 
and small-animal surgery; has the fol- 
lowing advantages over the older methods 
inhalation narcosis: 

amount anaesthetic. 

permits unobstructed operation field. 

provides placid and adequate respira- 
tion. 

ensures that artificial respiration may 
applied effectively, required. 

prevents the aspiration foreign ma- 
terial. 

The animals recover more rapidly. 

The duration the operation imma- 
terial. 

Thoracotomy for such operations dia- 
phragmatic hernia, foreign body the oesoph- 
agus, possible. 


Historical Development 


This method not new, for Trendelenberg 
1871 gave method human 
beings means the intratracheal route, 
while Meltzer and Auer did something akin 
this dog introducing ether through 
catheter the trachea. 

With the outbreak World War however, 
all efforts were discontinued until 1927 when 
Heidenberg and Marion worked out method 
inhalation means narrow bored tube 
fitted into the trachea, the expired air passing

out via the space not occupied the tube. 
This author, 1948, described 1,600 cases nar- 
cotised this method. Magill introduced 
closed system with metal endotracheal tube 
which fitted the trachea exactly. 1947 Dins- 
more described similar system but used 
rubber tube for the trachea which stated 
gives better results than the metal tube. 


Physiology 


order understand the problem and pos- 
sibilities inhalation anaesthesia neces- 
sary conversant with the physiology 
respiration which summarised below. 

When the thorax rest the intrapulmonic 
pressure (D.I.) the same the atmospheric 
pressure and the intrathoracic pressure (D.A.) 
the intrapulmonic pressure less the force 
the elastic recoil the lungs (L.2) D.I.=D.A. 
The intrathoracic pressure always 
less than the intrapulmonic pressure normal 
respiration, the difference being spoken 
the negative pressure. With inspiration the 
lungs increase volume, following the in- 
crease volume the thoracic cavity, and 
since the lungs are further stretched the so- 
called negative pressure increases. With nor- 
mal expiration, owing the decrease vol- 
ume the chest with consequent decrease 
volume the intrapulmonic space there 
less recoil the elastic tissue the lungs and 
the negative pressure decreases. the pleural 
cavity the dog the pressure fluctuations vary 
from -3.9 mm. expiration -10 mm. 
with inspiration. expiration impeded 
the intrapulmonic pressure may rise above 
atmospheric pressure that the negative 
pressure the intrapleural cavity may be- 
come positive. opening the pleural cavity 
the lung collapses the intrapulmonic pres- 
sure and the intrathoracic pressures are now 
the same (i.e., atmospheric pressure). 

The passage air through the nose and 
other respiratory passages permits warming 
and saturation with water vapour. The secre- 
tion the nasal mucosa prevents the access 
dust into the lungs; this secretion also 
bactericidal. 

The respiratory passages from the nose 
the alveoli are referred the dead space 
since the air they contain does not come into 
contact with the alveolar epithelium. Haldane 
and Priestley concluded that expiration the 
composition the air the dead space was 
the same the alveolar air but Roos and 
Comyn proved that this was not always the 
case dogs. 

The physiology the dead space very 
important intratracheal narcosis since the 
connected apparatus enlarges it. neces- 
sary, therefore, reduce this enlargement 
the dead space minimum having the 
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gas reservoir close possible the mouth 
the animal. takes some time before the 
narcotic reaches the concentration the al- 
veolar air necessary for anaesthesia. This time 
can shortened increasing the pressure 
the reservoir order raise the concentra- 
tion the anaesthetic the alveolar air. 

Roos and Comyn showed that kg. dog 
the tidal air 200 ml., the complemental air 
600 ml. and the supplemental air 300 and 
that prone position the tidal air 190 ml. 
and that the volume expired air 150 ml. 
possible, therefore, calculate the size 
balloon required for different sizes dogs 
and the cat. practice balloon ca- 
pacity has proved the best for the ma- 
jority dogs. 

Apparatus 

human medicine expensive intratra- 
cheal apparatus has been developed but since 
this would probably too costly for the aver- 
age veterinary surgeon have constructed 
more simple apparatus which quite effec- 
tive. Our apparatus not perfect fully 
developed and naturally does not provide all 
the possibilities offered the expensive ap- 
paratus adapted for anaesthesia the human 
subject. The apparatus consists the follow- 
ing 

means system tubes and stop- 
cocks, the narcotic, air oxygen can added 
the balloon required. 

The balloon connected closely 
possible the endotracheal tube which varies 
size with the size the dog cat. 

Ether, chloroform any other volatile 
narcotic pumped into the balloon where 
can mixed with air required. The nar- 
cotic mixture warmed leading through 
thermos flask containing warm water. 

the type apparatus used human 
surgery soda-lime bottle for the absorption 
carbon dioxide interposed between the 
balloon and the endotracheal tube but date 
have not used this. 

the reservoir advantage rather than 
disadvantage for the consequent rise the 
arterial pressure the carbon dioxide stimu- 
lates the inspiratory division the respiratory 
centre the medulla oblongata and tends 
avoid apnoea. 

Narcosis 


prenarcotic required before the endo- 
tracheal tube introduced. Intravenous nar- 
cotics may classified into long-acting, 
moderate, and short-acting narcotics (Swart, 
93-1-8, 1949). Pentothal and Kemithal 
are short-acting narcotics which produce their 
effects quickly, the drug reaching the cere- 
brum secs. and affecting the hypothala- 
mus and corpus striatum. The narcotic dose 
can assessed accurately. the cat the 
intraperitoneal route more practicable 
method administration. 
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have found that Kemithal preferable 
Pentothal since less depressant the 
respiratory centre. human anaesthesia cu- 
reduce the amount Pentothal needed 
produce good depth narcosis. 

the injection Kemithal given too 
quickly inhibition respiration may occur. 
With intratracheal narcosis possible 
intervene immediately, using the balloon 
artificial respiration pump. not necessary 
administer oxygen unless this indicated 
cyanosis the patient’s mucous mem- 
branes. accumulation carbon dioxide 
will stimulate the respiratory centre, therefore 
artificial respiration need not resorted 
apnoea unless the condition the patient de- 
mands it. Manual rhythmic pressure the 
balloon will produce mechanical expansion 
the balloon and initiation the Hering- 
Breuer reflex. Klein (T. 93-1-7, 1949) 
draws attention inhibition respiration 
hazard surgery and describes the so-called 
controlled respiration. 

When the endotracheal tube 
during pre-narcosis the mouth must filled 
with wet bandages some other packing ma- 
terial order prevent the leakage air 
along the tube. With the intracheal tube 
position the apparatus connected and the 
narcotic can administered. 

find ether the best for the cat, chloro- 
form and ether (with without alcohol) for 
dogs but other volatile narcotics such ni- 
trous oxide nitrous oxide and air can 
used. have used Trilene but this has the 
disadvantage not producing deep narcosis 
that, for example, dogs may continue bite 
the endotracheal tube. High concentrations 
Trilene cause spasm the jaw and cyanosis 
requiring the administration oxygen. For 
operations short duration good anaes- 
thetic. 

completion the operation the endo- 
tracheal tube released from the apparatus 
and the animal can breathe fresh air. The tube 
left position for some time order 
prevent obstruction respiration the 
tongue saliva. order shorten the time 
recovery oxygen may given. 


Some Experiences Noted Working With 
Intratracheal Anaesthetics 


Some animals expire more air into the 
balloon than they inspire from it. 

This cannot explained suggesting that 
some air gains access along the sides the 
endotracheal tube during inspiration and that 
expiration the whole volume accounted 
for because the vocal cords contract the 
tube. possible that the discrepancy due 
drawing the reserve air the lungs 
due the effect the narcotic the respira- 
tory centre. have failed explain this 
phenomena which does not occur all dogs.

With very large breeds dogs which 
have relatively large dead space requires 
some time produce sufficient concentra- 
tion the anaesthetic the alveolar air 
induce narcosis. applying manual rhyth- 
mic pressure the ballon, however, can 
induce narcosis relatively quickly. 

operation lengthy then the pre- 
narcotic excreted before the completion 
the operation and the animal can awakened 
immediately the administration oxygen. 

respiration rapid the balloon may 
have refilled. This occurs especially 
large dogs when only small balloon avail- 
able. believe that this not due only 
the accumulation carbon dioxide but also 
the accumulation hydrogen. 

Occasionally coughing may occur due 
irritation the trachea the tube but this 
can overcome withdrawing the tube 
slightly. use neutral agent lubri- 
cant for the tube.

Most the cases were laparot- 
omies but few were thoracotomies. the 
animals were bad condition endotracheal 
narcosis proved ideal method, for 
respiration can controlled and recovery 
from the narcosis rapid immediately the 
operation has been completed. For older dogs 
safer method than intravenous narcosis, 
especially for operations long duration.
